NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE

That, the estimate of the number of individuals 


that will be employed or whose employment will be retained and the 
estimate of the annual salaries of those individuals and the 


estimate of the value of redevelopment or rehabilitation and the 


estimate of the value of the new manufacturing equipment, all 


contained in Petitioner's Statement of Benefits are reasonable and

SECTION 9. For real property, a deduction application must 


contain a performance report showing the extent to which there has 


| been compliance with the Statement of Benefits form approved by the 


Fort Wayne Common Council at the time of filing. This report must 


| be submitted to the Allen County Auditor's Office and the City of 


Fort Wayne's Department of Economic Development and must be 


included in the deduction application. For subsequent years, the 


performance report must be updated within sixty days after the end 


of each year in which the deduction is applicable.
